Emil C. Jahnsen Downs Boche In 
Battle Over London 


San Francisco.—A San Francisco 
man is the first American aviator to 
bring down a German aeroplane over 
England. 

Emil C. Jahnsen, formerly of 1465 
Valencia street, is the hero thus to 
distinguish himself. He _ suffered 
three wounds in accomplishing the 
feat and his companion in the ma- 
chine suffered five, while the ma- 
chine itself was hit 500 times during 
the battle, which was waged over the 
city of London during the big German 
aeroplane rail in mid-October. 

in a letter received by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Jahnsen at Santa 
Clara, Jahnsen stated that he ex- 
pected to be out and about again in 
a few weeks’ time, and that his more 
seriously wounded comrade would also 
recover. 

It was a great battle, as the 
wounded aviator and their riddled ma- 
chine testify; but they downed their 
especial assailant. First, they killed 
the pilot, then the machine found- 
ered, and its other occupant, still sur- 
viving, was made a prisoner.

Isaac F. Marcossbn Brings a Warning 
Against American Overconfidence 


New York.—Isaac F. Marcosson, 
the writer, who arrived at an Atlan- 
tic port last Saturday after a trip to 
England, France, Italy and Spain, 
brought back from General Pershing, 
at whose headquarters he spent sev- 
eral days, the following message to 
the American people: 

“The American troops in France 
must be made to realize that the 
whole country is behind them. This 
is a war of real fighting spirit, and 
the best way to keep the spirit alive 
is to have a united Nation stimulat- 
ing and encouraging its army at the 
front.” 

From General Pershing, General 
Haig and other military leaders and 
from the statesmen, including Lloyd 
George, with whom he talked, Mar- 
cosson brought another message for 
the United States. It was as follows: 

“There must be an end of optimism 


in America. Germany Is stronger to- 


day than she was eighteen months 
ago. The end of the war is at least 
two years off, and the burden of it 
now must be borne by the Anglo- 
Saxon nations. It cannot be won at 
all unless there is: a greater degree 


of co-ordination among America, Eng- 
land and France. America must 
mobilize men, mobilize money and 
mobilize raw materials. 

“The brunt must be borne by 
America and England.” Marcosson 
said Russia’s collapse meant the lib- 
eration of 1,500,000 Austrian and Ger- 
man prisoners in Siberia and the ac- 
quisition by Germany of vast mili- 
tary and civilian supplies. 

“German propaganda is directly re- 
sponsible for the collapse on _ the 
Italian front,” he said. “German

$78,000 Is Appropriated. 


War Americanization is a signif 
cant feature of the third “America 
First” campaign announced by Uncle 
Sam's bureau of education. This 
unique plan is already being worked 
out in New York city by an offictal of 
the National Committee of One Hun- 
dred, which is associated with the bu- 
reau as advisory council! on Amert- 
canization. In that city the appeal 
for war Americanization met with 
such an enthusiastic: response that 
upon the suggestion of the mayor's 
defense committee, the board of edu- 
eation appropriated $78,000 to carry 
out the plan. 

The national scheme has been in 
of formation for several 
months, and has been carefully work- 
ed out in consultation with federal 
officials, representatives of national or- 
ganizations and school authorities. 

The aim of the third campnign will 
be directed toward stimulating the 
acquisition of the English language 
by all {mmigrants, and toward Inspir- 
ing a genuine allegiance to the United 
States on the part of all citizens. The 
bureau will be assisted {n the cam- 
palgn by the National Committee of 
One Hundred, appointed last year by 
the commissioner of education to as- 
sist bureau officials in all matters per- 
taining to Americanization. To ren- 
der effective sid, the committee has 
opened headquarters fn Washington 
from. which it is establishing contact 
with national organizations and offi- 
clals. Already leading chambers of 
commerce, severnl large cities, and a 
number of patriotic and fraternal or- 
ganization, representing several million 
members, are negotiating with the bu- 
reau for the purpose of entering into 
the campaign according to specifica-
